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Residents outraged over 
quick fix West Bay car park

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WEST Dorset District Council did not follow 
proper procedures before setting up a temporary 
‘pop-up’ car park on a designated site of natural 
interest in West Bay, furious residents claimed 
this week. 

The council opened the Britt Valley Car Park, oppo¬ 
site the Meadowlands housing estate, to cater for an 
extra influx of visitors to West Bay over the summer. 

But angry residents say a decision was rushed 
through - without planning permission - to build on 
the field, even though it is designated by Natural Eng¬ 
land as a site of nature conservancy interest. 

They also believe the site could be of special scien¬ 
tific importance and claim the council did not consult 
with the relevant organisations before pressing ahead 
with the plans. 

A flurry of complaints was made by West Bay resi¬ 
dents, who have also complained to the local govern¬ 
ment ombudsman, and the council is now applying for 
retrospective planning approval for the car park. 

It says planning permission was not initially needed 
because the car park was set up on a one-month trial 
basis to make up for the shortage of spaces during the 
summer, and has helped to support the local economy 
at its busiest time of the year. 

Council leader Robert Gould said: “The council is

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AT the age of just 21, Lyme Regis musician Ben 
Kapur will be thrust into the spotlight this Satur¬ 
day (September 6th) when he drives the house 
band alongside Deep Purple legend Ian Gillan, as 
they lead thousands of amateur guitarists gath¬ 
ered for the record-breaking event Guitars On 
The Beach, with hopes of forming Britain's 
biggest ever band. 

We caught up wth Ben, a former Woodroffe 
School pupil, during a break in his rehearsals. 


# YOU'RE the lead guitarist of the Guitars On The 
Beach House Band, which means you'll be leading 
thousands of guitarists. How do you cope with the 
pressure? 

The pressure is not too bad for me, it's more excitement 
than pressure because I enjoy it so much. Being the lead 
guitarist of GOTB is one of the best things I've ever been 
able to do in my musical career - plus I'm playing with 
remarkable musicians in the house band and that's a 
huge buzz, especially duelling guitars with a fantastic 
player like Olli Dixon. 

# YOU are one of the founders of GOTB. What were 
your highlights of last year's event? 

One of my favourite things of last year was getting the 
opportunity to play with Billy Geraghty, Robbie McIn¬ 
tosh and Andy Scott, three extremely talented musi¬ 
cians who have taught me so much by giving me the 
opportunity to play with them. 

# WHAT will GOTB be like this year? 

GOTB is going to be so much bigger, better and more 
incredible this year, because of the enthusiasm we all 
have and the fact that more than 3,500 people of all 
ages have signed up for it. There's a lot of local Lyme tal¬ 
ent performing throughout the day; we've got musi¬ 
cians from B Sharp, we've got Lyme's great statesman 
of guitar, Marshall Stapleton, and very good bands like 
Delta Tango 7, Glasshouse, Stairlift To Heaven and the 
amazing Papa Le Gal. Everyone has been rehearsing 
hard to make this better than last year, to attract more 
visitors, as that it good for Lyme, and to have a great 
time. 

# HOW long have you been playing the guitar and 
was it your first instrument? 

I've been playing the guitar since I was 11 -years-old, so 
that's 10 years now. I'm completely self-taught, and I 
eat, sleep and breath it. However, my first instrument 
was the saxophone, which I started to learn at the age 
of six. 

# YOUR own band 1 /2 Jack will also be performing 
on the day. What does GOTB mean for local bands? 

Well, if I wasn't on the bill to be on that stage on the day, 
I'd be nagging organiser Geoff Baker to get my band on 
the gig. We've got about 20 acts performing and it's a 
fantastic opportunity for all of us to get on a big stage 
and perform in front of such a big crowd. It's great ex¬ 
perience and it teaches you a lot about stagecraft and 
showmanship. 



• ONE of the record-bid songs is Deep Purple's 
'Smoke On The Water' and you will be Ian Gillan's 
lead guitarist for that song too. What is that going 
to feel ilke? 

Well, what can I say...wow! It's going to feel amazing! 
It's a fabulous opportunity to get to play alongside the 
actual singer of Deep Purple. I met Ian for the first time 
recently to discuss the show, and I was rather nervous 
because he's a rock and roll legend, but he's such a nice 
bloke; calm, friendly, reassuring, he put me completely 
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at ease. Now I can’t wait to play on ’Smoke’ alongside 
him. I’m practicing all the time so that I can do my best 
and do him proud. All of us in the house band feel the 
same, we’re honoured that he is leading GOTB. It’s an 
honour too for the town, I know he lives nearby but I 
believe this is the first time he’s performed here. 

# CAN novice guitarists join in at GOTB or is it only 
for you seasoned players? 

Anybody can join in. That’s the whole point about 
GOTB, it’s for all ages and all abilities. You don’t even 
have to be a guitarist, you just need to learn a few notes 
and we’re going to have guitarists from B Sharp giving 
last-minute lessons on the sand before the record at¬ 
tempts. They are going to have a tutorial tent to give a 
crash course in learning the chords, so bring a guitar 
and come on down. GOTB is an entirely new way of pre¬ 
senting live music - you don’t just go along to watch 
and listen, you go to join in and play along. It’s interac¬ 
tive concert-going and I think this is going to catch on 
and become a new thing in music, Lyme has started 
something completely different which is going to grow. 

# WHERE do you hope to be in five years time and 
where will GOTB be then? 

I hope to be a successful musician, everybody has a 
dream and that has always been mine, and so any op¬ 
portunity that comes along like this, I grab it. GOTB is a 
great innovation, this idea of the audience taking part 
in a concert is a very smart one and all of us organising 
it have even bigger plans for its future. In five years time 
we are going to have to ship in a million tons of more 
sand to Lyme because we are going to need a bigger 
beach!

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'Opportunist'thieves continue property raids 


A PROPERTY in North Allington has become the lat¬ 
est to be targeted by thieves, who snatched a number 
of food items from a resident’s outhouse. 

A quantity of frozen foodstuffs was stolen from the 
outhouse, which police say had been left in an “inse¬ 
cure” state. 

Police received a report of the theft on Wednesday 
(August 27th) and on further investigation discovered 
that items to the value of around £150 had been taken 
from a freezer compartment inside the outhouse. 

A police spokesperson said: “On Wednesday we re-

ceived a report of theft of frozen foodstuffs valued at 
about £150. The food was located in a chest freezer in 
an insecure outhouse of a property in North Allington, 
Bridport.” 

Officers have been making efforts to clamp down on 
shed and garage breaks in recent months, following a 
sudden increase in similar incidents. 

In June, police reported an alarming surge in the 


number of break-ins, after a 30 per cent drop last year. 

A ladies’ bicycle was stolen from a garden in Or¬ 
chard Avenue and a shed was broken into in Court 
Close last month. 

A garden parasol was also swiped from a property 
in Mead Fields recently, and on the same evening a 
chainsaw was taken from an outbuilding on a farm in 
Burton Bradstock. 

Just last week police warned residents in nearby 
Beaminster to take greater care when locking their ve¬ 
hicles, after a spate of thefts in the area. And following 


Girl hit by carinChideock 


A YOUNG girl was rushed to hospital last 
week, after being involved in a collision 
with a car on the A35 at Chideock. 

The female casualty, whose exact age 
has not yet been confirmed, suffered in¬ 
juries to her head and back, and was 
transported to Dorset County Hospital 
by ambulance teams on Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

Emergency services were first alerted 
to the incident at around 2:15pm, and 
police officers and ambulance crews ar¬ 
rived at the scene, near Chideock post 
office, shortly afterwards. 

The road remained closed for around 
40 minutes while teams treated the girl, 
before she was taken to hospital by land 
ambulance. 

An ambulance service spokesperson 


said the girl had been "conscious and 
breathing" when she was transferred to 
hospital staff. 

The spokesperson added: "The ambu¬ 
lance service was called at 2:16pm to the 
post office at Chideock, where one fe¬ 
male casualty, a young woman thought 
to be a child, had been hit by a car. 

"She was complaining of head injuries 
and back pain but was conscious and 
breathing." 

A police spokesperson added that 
there was nothing to suggest the girl's 
injuries had been life-threatening. 

First Dorset's X31 and X53 services be¬ 
tween Bridport and Charmouth were 
temporarily suspended during the inci¬ 
dent, but police were eventually able to 
reopen the road at around 3:10pm. 


Work to begin on new footpath 


WORK is to get underway on a new 
public footpath to enable walkers to 
reach one of Bridport's most popular 
beauty spots - the Millennium Green. 

The new pathway, funded by a num¬ 
ber of different community groups 
working in collaboration, will link into 
the existing paths on Coneygar Hill and 
allow for access to the site from Brid¬ 
port town centre, via Mountfield Gar¬ 
dens. 

Peter Broomfield, chairman of the 
Bridport Millennium Green Trust, said: 
"It will provide, for the first time, a 
pleasant through-walk which avoids 
traffic and enables everyone to enjoy 
the Bridport Millennium Green, a coun¬ 
tryside oasis which is hidden away but 
in the heart of the town." 

Development of the path was made 
possible thanks to the gift of additional 


woodland on the northern side of 
Coneygar Hill by local builders C.G. Fry 
& Son, which is also sponsoring 
new information boards along the 
pathway. 

The project has also been boosted by 
funding support from the National Lot¬ 
tery 'Awards For All' scheme and the 
West Dorset District Council Bridport 
Area Community Projects Fund. 

A further donation from the Friends of 
Bridport Millennium Green will help to 
see the project through to the finish, 
and Bridport town council has offered 
to maintain the path once work is com¬ 
pleted. 

Access to the site will be restricted 
during the construction period, which 
gets underway this month, and the 
path will be opened to the public later 
in the autumn. 


the latest break-in, police have reissued warnings to 
people in Bridport who could be vulnerable to prop¬ 
erty theft.

always proactive in sup¬ 
porting the local economy 
and I commend our offi¬ 
cers for acting swiftly to 
find a solution to this 
short-term problem. 

“We had to find a tem¬ 
porary parking solution at 
West Bay after the film 
crew for the extremely 
popular Broadchurch re¬ 
quested to use Station 
Road car park for a few 
weeks during filming of 
its second series. 

“We appreciate some 
concerns over the use of 
Britt Valley, but Broad¬ 
church has proved invalu¬ 


able in attracting visitors, 
and in order to soften the 
loss of parking spaces at 
Station Road we needed to 
find a speedy resolution 
by opening up a tempo¬ 
rary parking site. 

“The summer holidays is 
a very busy period, and 
with events such as West 
Bay Day, we just could 
not afford to have fewer 
spaces available to visi¬ 
tors.” 

Large metal signs and a 
six-foot ticket machine - 
removed earlier this 
week - were placed in the 
centre of the field, which 
campaigners say could af¬ 
fect the area’s flood risk 
level. 


The build also went 
ahead without properly 
consulting the Enviorn- 
ment Agency, Natural 
England or Bridport Town 
Council, they claim. 

County Councillor for 
Bridport Ros Kayes, who 
was contacted by residents 
when the car park went 
up, said the incident had 
exposed a “lack of com¬ 
munication” between the 
council and residents. 

She said: “I understand 
that WDDC felt the com¬ 
bination of filming for 
Broadchurch and West 
Bay Day rendered this 
necessary, but residents 
have undertaken a survey 
that shows the car park 


was only needed as an 
overflow on West Bay 
Day. 

“I share their concerns 
and wonder how long it 
will take West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council to realise that 
residents in West Bay, and 
also Bridport Town Coun¬ 
cil, prefer to be con¬ 
sulted.” 

Council chairman 
Gillian Summers ex¬ 
plained that planning per¬ 
mission is now being 
sought after initial re¬ 
search during the trial pe¬ 
riod. 

She also reassured resi¬ 
dents that even if the car 
park is used again in the 
future, it will not be cov¬ 


ered in tarmac. 

She said: “The field will 
remain in its usual green 
state. 

“I am advised that this 
part of the field is not an 
area of special scientific 
interest, which is actually 
the area where the summer 
fairground is situated. 


“Members of the public 
and Bridport Town Coun¬ 
cil will be able to access 
documents and make their 
comments to WDDC in 
the normal manner when 
the planning application is 
submitted and when fur¬ 
ther details of the initiative 
will be available.”

Local charities receive 
thousands in grants 


LOCAL charities and organisa¬ 
tions in Bridport have been 
awarded thousands of pounds from 
the Big Lottery Fund. 

Over £1 million has been shared 
between charities across the South 
West to help with ongoing or new 
projects. 

Tax Help for Older People, a 
charity based in Bridport that of¬

the tax issues of the elderly and 
give them more knowledge and 
confidence when talking with their 
own elderly clients. 

“These videos will be aimed at 
introducing the various issues of 
elderly tax and giving basic infor¬ 
mation to enable workers at the or¬ 
ganisations to feel more 
knowledgeable and confident 
about elderly tax matters and be 
comfortable with providing steer¬ 
ing advice and signposting for the 
client.” 

Another local charity, Transition 
Town Bridport - an organisation 
that has been working with St 
Mary’s School and Skilling resi¬ 
dents to encourage them to grow 
their own fruit and vegetables - 
was also awarded £6,091. 

Sarah Wilberforce of Transition 
Town Bridport said: “We have 
been successful in gaining an 
award of £6,091 from the Big Lot¬ 
tery fund, which will go towards 
our Grow, Go and Glow project. 

The venture will provide practi¬ 
cal food cooking and social activi¬ 
ties for the parents of St Mary’s 


school and the Children’s Centre. 

“With this money, the project 
will teach parents about food and 
healthy eating and will also en¬ 
courage parents and siblings from 
the catchment area to take part in 
learning about growing and 
preparing food and making meals 
from scratch.”

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'Vital'mental health support 
centre set to open this month 


A NEW support centre for people suffering with mental 
health problems is set to open in Bridport this month. 

The facility will offer an informal drop-in service for 
people affected by mental health issues, providing infor¬ 
mation and support for those in need. 

A group of local activists has been campaigning for im¬ 
proved services for those suffering with or recovering 
from mental illness, and they say Bridport is lacking com¬ 
pared to other parts of West Dorset. 

Campaigners claim the the centre - opening in Downes 
Street later this month - will be a significant step towards 
improving the level of care and support for those affected. 

Lesley Archibald, chair of the centre’s management 
committee, said it would be a “vital” facility that Bridport 
residents desperately need. 

She said: “The centre will primarily be for people to be 
able to call in and get information - somewhere they can 
go. 

“Small interest groups, such as yoga or shared reading, 
will be formed depending on what people say they want. 

“We have the funding for the first year and we are going 
to have to fundraise very hard to continue after that. We 
are off to a good start but are going to need a lot of help.” 

The service will run for 20 hours a week, split over four 
days - Monday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday - 
staffed by one senior facilitator supported by volunteers. 

The scheme was backed by Bridport Town Council and 
the ‘Rethink’ and ‘Moving On’ mental illness groups, as 
well as the Dorset University Healthcare Foundation 
Trust. 

Project leaders say the service will maintain strong links 
with the community health services in Bridport and local 
doctors, and help to bolster the town’s limited support fa¬ 
cilities. 

Lesley Archibald added: “What people want, specifi¬ 
cally, is proper, clinical day services in Bridport. 

“Rural areas do not get their fair share and West Dorset 
is particularly being penalised.

“We are expecting anywhere between a dozen to several 
dozen visitors on any one day. It really depends on how 
long it takes to catch on. But there is demand there for it. 
It will be a vital facility that people desperately need.” 

County councillor for Bridport, Ros Kayes, who led the 
funding push for the new centre, added: “I cannot say 
enough how important this is for people recovering from 
or experiencing mental illness. 

“I have been involved in some quite hard negotiations 
with the county council and the DHUFT, and they have 
both been fantastic. 

“This centre must not however be seen as any kind of 
replacement for the Hughes Unit. Support tor those under 
the mental health team there still continues and the battle 
to reopen the beds continues also.” 

The centre is looking for volunteers to help the man¬ 
agement committee with support and fundraising.

A HANDFUL of Bridport’s most energy ef¬ 
ficient homes are to be opened to the public 
next week, as part of a collaborative project 
to help residents keen to go green. 

As part of the Open EcoHomes weekend, 
taking place this year on September 13th and 
14th, visitors will be taken on a tour of local 
homes, whose owners have demonstrated in¬ 
novative new approaches to cutting emis¬ 
sions and fuel bills. 

Organised by environmental group Transi¬ 
tion Town Bridport, in conjunction with Turn 
Lyme Green and the Dorset Architectural 
Heritage Week, ecowarriors will be given the 
chance to see cutting edge ideas in action. 

A total of 18 residents, from Bridport, 
Lyme Regis and the surrounding villages, 
have handed over the keys to their energy-ef¬ 
ficient homes. 

And project leaders say the annual initia¬ 
tive continues to go from strength to strength. 

Sam Wilberforce, from Transition Town 
Bridport, said: “We really appreciate the 
hosts opening their homes. They are a very 
enthusiastic and inspirational group, who can 
talk knowledgeably about their experience 
and outlook. 

“Last year we had over 800 visits and the 
feedback we received was very positive.” 

Visitors will have the chance to see a whole 
range of measures that some residents have 
taken to keep their homes green. 

Many have used traditional building mate¬ 
rials, such as lime and hemp, to construct 
their homes, as well as making use of solar 
panels, wind turbines and facilities for rain¬ 
water harvesting. 

Three of the properties included in the ex¬ 
hibition are completely off-grid, using only 
the electricity they generate on-site. 

Emily Bullock, Greener Choices Co-ordi- 


nator for the Communities Living Sustain¬ 
ably in Dorset project, which funds the 
scheme, added: “We hope that this weekend 
will inspire visitors to make changes in their 
own homes and lifestyles. 


“There is nothing like learning from some¬ 
one who has first-hand experience and can 
tell you what they would do differently next 
time. 

“Some of the hosts were on a tight budget 


and many used salvaged building materials 
from other projects, or even the tip. 

“Even if you are not in a position to do 
something to your home at present, there will 
be plenty of tips on simple, no-cost ways of 


saving energy and water.”

MUTTER SLATER - Part Two 


a life in music

M UTTER was a member 
of Stackridge, one of 
the most iconic bands 
of the 70s, who were chosen to 
open what was Michael Eavis' 
very first Glastonbury Festival 
in 1970, then called the Pilton 
Festival. 

They also opened Elton 
John's Midsummer Music show 
at Wembley Stadium in 1975 
which also featured The Beach 
Boys and The Eagles, before 
disbanding the following year. 

The concluding part of his in¬ 
terview with STUART BROOM 
begins as he readjusts to life 
outside of music, and the 
eventual return to his love of 
playing and, who knows, a re¬ 
turn to Glastonbury? 

★ ★ ★ 

BY NOW Mutter had married 
Linda and they had a son Aaron 
in 1978. 

Having worked in the leather 
trade in Yeovil for five years, he 
spent most of the 80s in the car 
and van hire sales business for 
local firms. 

Musically he didn't do anything 
for a few years but in the 80s he 
and a few of the Cellar Rats re¬ 
formed as Rave to the Grave and 
played R&B part-time in pubs 
and clubs. 

At the end of the decade he set 


up his own car/van hire business 
but with the extreme economic 
climate of the early 90s it failed 
and he quit playing music. 

He spent the next few years 
working with Rochester Events 
Hire in the Marshwood Vale, and 
with the break-up of his mar¬ 
riage to Linda he moved to Brid- 
port in 1999. 

"I often came to Bridport be¬ 
cause I knew Val Crabb, and old 
friend from Yeovil days, who had 
The Hope and Anchor, and stay 
with a few friends, and I liked the 
really thriving music scene, 
which it still is. 

"I bought a new guitar and 
started writing again, and within 
a year had formed a band called 
Little Dixie, in honour of my fa¬ 
ther, and we started playing at 
The Three Horseshoes over at 
Burton playing a mixture of my 
songs, R&B and soul covers, and 
in 2006 released the album Love 
and Hate. 

In 2008 they released a CD, Rid¬ 
ing A Hurricane (produced by 
Billy Bragg) under the name The 


Mutter Slater Band as a three- 
piece. Over the years they added 
personnel with the current six 
man line-up playing only Mutter 
self-penned songs. 

The current line-up is Mutter 
Slater (vocals and flute), Chris 
Cleaver (guitars and backing vo¬ 
cals), Clive Ashley (tenor saxo¬ 
phone and backing vocals), Dan 
Wheeler (drums, percussion, 
jew's harp and backing vocals), 
Ian Olliver (bass) and Chris 
Rickard (Hammond and backing 
vocals). 

The band are regarded as one 
of the top local bands and re¬ 
cently appeared on the main 
stage at the very successful 
Jurassic Fields Music Festival, the 
first music festival held in Brid¬ 
port, the day they launched their 
second album Absobloodylutely. 

They are looking to make their 
name further afield, and Slater 
said: "One of the reasons we 
made the CD was to get better 
exposure and work further afield, 
especially festival gigs. 

"It's early days but we have al¬ 


ready done one gig in the 
Chapel Arts Centre in Bath and 
have a return invite there later in 
the year." 

The CD which is on an inde¬ 
pendent label contains nine 
Slater songs of which my two 
favourites are 'We're in the 
Money'and 'Bridport'. 

They are also digitally available 
on iTunes and Amazon. 


Whilst Mutter has memorabilia 
and memories of his previous life 
as front man for a highly success¬ 
ful band, he appears quite con¬ 
tent with life in a slower but just 
as exciting lane. 

Now happily married to an¬ 
other Linda for 12 years and a 
proud granddad to Phoenix, he 
now manages No 10 Cafe Bar in 
East Street, Bridport where live 


music is very much part of the 
scene. 

It may not be Wembley Sta¬ 
dium but with endorsements 
like that of Billy Bragg who said: 
"Mutter Slater has one of the 
great voices of British rock, and 
he writes a mean song", who says 
we won't see him treading the 
boards at Glastonbury again!

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Theatre production to highlight stories of love and war 


M ARKING the start of The 
Great War and the present 
withdrawal from Afghanistan 
in 2014, Dorset’s multi-award winning 
AsOne Theatre Company will be pre¬ 
senting a gripping new play telling the 
stories of five soldiers and their fami¬ 
lies 100 years apart. 

Interweaving newly gathered, original 
testimony, ‘Passion’ takes audiences 
into the living room of news obsessed 
parents, into diaries of soldiers, down 
the camera lens, and over the top then 
and now; revealing how the ravages of 
war ripple down the generations. 
Touring out of Dorset into eight coun¬ 


ties, and some 20 venues, ‘Passion’, will 
premiere on Wednesday, October 8th at 
Dorchester’s Corn Exchange, with a fi¬ 
nale performance on Friday, November 
21st at Weymouth Pavilion. 

The play comes as a result of exten¬ 
sion local research into families stories 
of war, following a media appeal in the 
area. The response was wonderful and 
families from Portland, Weymouth, 
Bournemouth, Dorchester and Bath all 
got involved. 

AsOne Theatre Company’s Artistic Di¬ 
rector Jane McKell, accompanied by

Wessex families, visiting them in their 
homes. 

These have been made into podcasts 
and can be accessed on the internet, with 
the recordings being presented to the 
Dorset History Centre on Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 5 th. 

This recorded research - along with 
information found by researcher, Jane 
Mongini - became the heart of the play. 

Playwright Stephanie Dale then had 
the job to in interweave these stories 
into a brand new piece of theatre. 

Jane McKell said: “The result is an ex¬ 
citing mixture of mostly verbatim the¬ 
atre and thoroughly researched 


invention dusted with the director’s and 
cast’s creative vision. 

“Stephanie told me the interviews 
we had done were like ‘gold-dust’ 
from remarkably truthful, communica¬ 
tive people with affecting stories mak¬ 
ing her writing a mixture of joy and 
tears.” 

It was Jane’s vision some three years 
ago - as AsOne Theatre Company’s 
Artistic Director - to tour a commemo¬ 
rative piece marking the Great War an¬ 
niversary and present Afghanistan 
Conflict withdrawal of our troops, and 
she will be the only female actor in the 
piece.

PATIENTS coming to Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal can be assured of high standards in clean¬ 
liness, food, privacy and the environment 
according to national scores released last 
month. 

The Dorchester hospital has achieved excel¬ 
lent scores in all categories in the 2014 
PLACE assessments. 

The PLACE (Patient-Led Assessments of 
the Care Environment) programme replaced 
the PEAT (Patient Environment Action Team) 
programme from April 2013. 

These new self-assessments are undertaken 
by teams of NHS and private/independent 
health care providers, and include at least 50 
per cent members of the public (known as pa¬ 
tient assessors). They focus on the environ¬ 


ment in which care is provided, as well as 
supporting non-clinical services such as 
cleanliness, food, hydration, and the extent to 
which the provision of care with privacy and 
dignity is supported. 

Dorset County Hospital scored above the 
national average for all areas: 

• Cleanliness - DCH 98.52 per cent (national 
average 97.25 per cent) 

• Food and hydration - DCH 89.66 per cent 
(national average 88.79 per cent) 

• Privacy, dignity and wellbeing - DCH 
92.07 per cent (national average 87.73 per 
cent) 

• Condition, appearance and maintenance - 
DCH 96.48 per cent (average 91.97 per cent) 

The hospital’s Director of Nursing, Alison 


Tong, said these results reflected the ongoing 
hard work of all staff to maintain standards. 

She said: “The PLACE assessments are 
critical to understanding the environment, nu¬ 
tritional standards and cleanliness of the hos¬ 
pital from a patient perspective. 

“We take the feedback exceptionally seri¬ 
ously and are very pleased on two levels - 
firstly that we have improved upon our own 
scores from last year and secondly that we 
have achieved higher than the national aver¬ 
age in all four categories. 

“The people who have made this happen are 
our hardworking and dedicated staff. Without 
their energy and enthusiasm this would not be 
possible, so many thanks to all Dorset County 
Hospital staff.”

A splash of colour in your home 


If you want to make kitchen or bathroom look a bit slicker, 
without too much disruption or cost, fit a splashback be¬ 
hind the hob, sink or basin. 

Splashbacks for hobs or cookers are typically made of stain¬ 
less steel, tiles or heatproof glass, while splashbacks for 
kitchen sinks and bathroom basins are usually tiled, but 
can be glass. The problem with tiles is that grout can be¬ 
come discoloured over time, so using dark grout makes 
sense in the kitchen, especially in the cooking area. 

Glass splashbacks are available in standard sizes for hobs 
and cookers, but bespoke sizes can be made to order by 
specialist companies. Glass comes in such a large range of 
colours and patterns, it's easy to find something to suit 
your taste. If you want to inject a limited amount of colour 
or pattern into the room, a glass splashback is a good way 
to do it, or you can co-ordinate the colour of the splash¬ 
back with the walls. 

Splashbacks can also be matched to a glass upstand, which 
protects the walls above the rest of the kitchen worktop. 
Upstands often have to be made-to-measure to ensure the 
length is correct and the cut-outs for the sockets, if any, are 
in the right places. 

If you want to create a unique splashback, how about using 
wallpaper? OK, you may think wallpaper's not suitable for 
kitchens and bathrooms, but vinyl ones are designed spe¬ 
cially for these rooms. Conventional wallpaper can often 
be used too - the important thing is to protect it with a 
clear glass panel, such as the good value Laminate Glass 
Clear Splashback (£40, B&Q), or a clear acrylic panel away 
from the hob or cooker. Provided they're fitted and sealed 
properly, these panels work well because the wallpaper's 
sealed in, so moisture, cooking splashes, dust and dirt can't 


get to it. 

To finish off, stick low-tack masking tape along the top of 
the skirting boards and the edge of the doorframe (where 
it meets the wall), and paint above the skirting and around 
the doorframe in the emulsion you used on the rest of the 
walls. Carefully remove the tape when the last coat of 
emulsion has started to dry. You should get a clean edge 
between the woodwork and walls and if a little emulsion 
bleeds under the tape, you can usually sort this out easily 
because the paint's still fresh.

IF COOKING is the new rock and roll then Mark Hix is its Keith Richards, an honest, 
unpretentious, slightly-shy hero of the art who has brilliantly mastered the 
complexity of simplicity by bringing it down to food's essential riff - great taste. 


There’s more than a bit of Keef to Mark; 
quiet, laconic, tousled, charmingly-un- 
shaven but friendly and focused, the real 
thing who, like the legendary Rolling Stone, 
just quietly does it best and avoids the 
showbizzy limelight which has seduced 
other chefs to show off for the TV cameras. 

It is little surprise then that Mark should be 
the lynchpin of Lyme’s No 1 food event of 
the year, the appropriately-titled Food 
Rocks festival, which brings thousands to 
the town for the weekend of September 6th 
& 7th. 

Although he originally hails from our great 
rival, Bridport, Mark has been one of Lyme’s 
greatest benefactors of recent years - not 
just by the thousands of pounds that he has 
raised for the RNLI and the Fishermen’s Mis¬ 
sion but more principally in that by coming 
to Lyme to open his Oyster & Fish Flouse on 
Cobb Road, he raised the game and set the 
bar for eating in the area. Put more simply, 
Hix singlehandedly put Lyme on the food 
map of Britain. 

With Food Rocks he has raised the bar 
again, organising a festival of food that takes 
over the town and the seafront as Mark’s 
friends among the very best of British chefs 
come to Lyme to give cookery demonstra¬ 
tions and pass on professional tips which 
give the event a huge and avid following. 

This year, Mark, Mitch Tonks, Jack Stein, 
Richard Bertinet, Rose Prince, James Gold¬ 
ing, Steve Lamb, Jill Mellor and other lumi¬ 
naries from the Rock & Roll Hall Of Food will 
give demos and host tastings and talks on 
all sorts, from how to forage for your own 
food and how to cure and smoke at home 
to how chocolate goes from the bean to the 
bar. 

Furthering the rock & roll link, it was Mark 


who came up with the idea of wanting some 
sort of musical event to accompany the first 
Food Rocks last year. The consequence of 
that was Guitars On The Beach, the attempt 
on the record for the most guitarists playing 
one song together which drew more than 
2,000 guitarists to perform on the beach in 
front of Hix’s cookery marquees. 

This year, Guitars On The Beach will be 
Food Rocks’ sideshow again - and among 
the bands performing around the record 
attempt (‘Smoke On The Water’, which will 
be led by Deep Purple’s legendary singer 
Ian Gillan) will be a group of star chefs led 
by Hix and appropriately called The Eatles. 
They will be performing at the seafront 
venue around 5.30pm on the Saturday and 
insiders say it is not to be missed. 

In addition to Food Rocks’ cookery demos, 
held on the stage on the shelters, hand¬ 
picked producers of regional foods will have 
stalls on the seafront, by the Jubilee Pavilion 
and on the roof above the Amusement 
Arcade. 

Meanwhile at The Malthouse at the Town 
Mill over both days there will be helpful talks 
and tastings from other local food experts

Birthmarks, thread veins 
and other blemishes 

BROWN birthmarks are caused by an excess of 
melanin, the skin's naural tanning pigment, caus¬ 
ing, for example, 'cafe-au-lait' birthmarks. Expo¬ 
sure to the sun's ultra-violet rays can also result in 
similar changes such as freckles and sun/age/liver 
spots. 

Red birthmarks, such as 'port-wine stains' are 
caused by an excess of blood vessels near the skin 
surface, varying from pale pink to purple. Other 
blood vessel problems sometimes occur in the form 
of unsightly 'thread/'spider' veins and 'blood spots' 
(haemangiomas). 

The West of England Laser Centre at Nuffield 
Health Taunton Hospital undertakes treatment 
with advanced laser technology. A variety of lasers 
using different types, colours and intensities of 
laser light are used to treat different skin conditions. 
The laser energy either destroys the vessels by heat 
or breaks down pigment into tiny particles which 
are then dispersed naturally by the body. The 
darker the pigmented area to be treated, the more 
treatments required. 

Also available: laser removal of other skin condi¬ 
tions such as excess hair, moles, warts, verrucas and 
tattoos plus surgery for baggy eyelids (blepharo- 
plasty).
